The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The closest prior art of record was found to be Hwang et al (US 4,070,322) and Song 
(US 4,892,775). 

3. The applicant's specific method of printing media surface treatment using a water-based 
ink wherein the pretreatment composition contains the specific polyvalent metallic salt. The 
prior art references teach the use of a polyvalent metallic salt. However, the prior art 
compositions use the metallic salts in the ink composition and not in the pretreatment 
composition.
